Three-fourths of thirty-six 
states by a majority vote of their 
state legislatures must ratify it 
and then it becomes the law for 
the entire nation and prohibits

Lc doubts about a gbevrnment of democracy, that is the unrestnct- 
„! will «t the majority, so they placed a number of checks and l,mi- 
Htioifc npon popular rule. Among these is the so called electoral 
' H(.,,e That is instead of choosing a president directly by ,vote 
llie people shall select so ma,ny representatives, designated electors. 
,-m each state, who shall elect the president. Tlie states are given 
numbers of electors in proportion to population, the number each is 
ratified to being fixed by the aggregate of its senators and congress- 


.„ 
I'His Ohio has two senators and twenty-two congressmen, so 


<],, ins twenty-four electors; West Virginia has two senators and 
five congressmen, so she has seven electors. The original theory was 
-l,(.-o Hectors, after being chosen, would meet and after mature de- 
litcration and prayerful consideration proceed to name the best and 
MOSt'ilislin'Miishea citizen in all the land for president That never 
w-is much' more than a theory. The people, were and are always 
curious and from the very first, they demanded to know whom the 
candidate for elector proposed to vote for. Gradually party organ- 
ization became more perfect and in a short time we have the system 
now in use, tho parties nominating candidates for president in na- 
•i',n:il convention and electors in state conventions, bound to vote 
for the national nominee. 
There is no law for this, only custom, 


!,,,t a custom stronger than any law over written in this country. 


It will be readily seen that under this system the will ot tlie 


majority may not make tho president. Such instances hirvo occur- 
red -md are possible of occurrence with every election. To illustrate: 
In the election just past, Wilson got fully a half million more votes 
tlian Tin-lies. Yet, had Hughes gotten five thousand more votes in 
rdiforuia he would have been dec ted instead of Wilson, while ten 
thousand more votes for Wilson, distributed among certain 
states, 


nould have given him a most overwhelming victory.'

The electoral college, or mode, has its defects, but on the whole 


it has done well enough. There was never but one instance when it 
cum- near causing serious trouble. That was ju 1876 when Tilden 
Lad -both a majority of electors and popular vote 'but the Democrats 
let themselves 'be hocuspocused out of his election.

]•„• election of president would be more liable to abuse and more 
disturbful. Just think of Pennsylvania, rotten all the way through,
